3. Applicant's arguments, see pages 10-13, filed 8/11/2008, with respect to 
independent claims 4 and 6 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2-13 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As to 
independent claim 4, the prior art does not teach that the plate member of the variable 
mechanism is displaced, more easily than the diaphragm of the speaker unit. As to 
independent claim 6, both Yando and Ward do not disclose that the variable mechanism 
includes a "first parting board", and that the parting board includes a "sound hole". 
Furthermore the prior art does not teach that the plate member of the variable 
mechanism is displaced, more easily than the diaphragm of the speaker unit.
